Election/Restrictions

with a plurality of remote stations capable of transmission on a shared resource, 
classified in class 455, subclass 454. 

II. Claims 15-41, drawn to a station with a decoder, classified in class 455, subclass 
450. 

Ill Claim 42 and 44, drawn to a station with a message encoder, classified in class 
455, subclass 515. 

IV. Claims 43 and 45-50, drawn to an access message and a grant message, classified 
in class 370, subclass 350. 

VI. Claims 55-57,73,78 and 83, drawn to a method with transmitting to the remote 
station a negative acknowledgement command, classified in class 455, subclass 
517. 

VII. Claims 58-71, 74-75, 79-80 and 84-85, drawn to a method transmitting a portion 
of data from data buffer in response to a decoded access grant, classified in class 
370, subclass 329.

Inventions I- VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single
